FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 

The  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  &  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1958. 

All  tables  in  this  report  give  figures  for  the  Rural  Districts  Of 
Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering.  The  statistical  data  shown  against  "All  Districts"  in 
this  report  relates  to  the  area  comprised  of  these  districts. 

Section  "A"  (Tables  I  to  XIV)  gives  statistics  relating  to 
population,  births  and  deaths.  Because  of  the  small  population  in  each  district 
it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  marked  variations  between  districts.  For 
example  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Pickering  Urban  District  is  72.7  per 
1000  live  births,  England  and  Wales  22.5.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
Pickering  Urban  District  for  the  years  1954  to  1958  inclusive  is  13*5  per 
1000  lifee  births. 

Section  "B"  relates  to  Notifiable  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis.

A  report  on  the  whole  question  of  refuse  collection  and  allied  services 
is  in  course  of  preparation  and  consideration  of  these  questions  is  to  be  made 
during  1959e  The  refuse  disposal  service  meanwhile  is  being  maintained  at 
its  present  frequency  of  once  every  calendar  month.  With  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  people  who  appear  to  be  retiring  in  the  district  from  the  moire 
urban  areas  the  requests  for  an  improved  service  are  becoming  more  insistent 
and  public  demand  may  eventually  over-ride  economic  difficulties  in  the 
provision  of  the  accepted  modern  practice  of  refuse  collections 

Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year  the  Slingsby  Sewa.  e  Scheme  came  into  operation,  providing 
modem  sanitation  to  one  of  the  larger  villages  of  the  area.  Immediate  advantage 
has  been  taken  by  a  number  of  property  owners  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
majority  of  properties  will  connect  voluntar  to  the  new  sewer.  In  all  post  war 
sewage  schemes  the  number  of  cn-ajord  availing  themselves  of  this  service  is 
extremely  high  which  emphasizes  the  need  for  such  services  in  rural  areas. 

Again  samples  taken  from  the  effluent  of  the  various  works  have  all  been 
classified  as  satisfactory  and  the  condition  of  the  plant  and  the  tidy  and  well 
looked  after  works  again  prompt  me  to  pay  tribute  to  the  ability  and  conscientious-' 
ness  of  your  workman  carrying  out  these  duties#

Ti e  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  fell  from  995  in  1957  to  708 
in  1958a  100$  inspection  of  all  carcases  slaughtered  has  been  made,  as  a  result 

of  which  952  lbs  of  meat  and  125  lbs  of  offal  was  condemned  as  unfit. 

This  work  entailed  203  visits,  some  of  which  involved  week-end  workirg  and 
over time.
